REPORT. 

Population. — The  estimated  population  for  the 
year  1898  is  36,400,  an  increase  of  400  over  that  of 
last  year. 

Density  of  Population. — Taking-  the  area  of 
the  Borough  as  2,292  acres,  the  proportion  of 
persons  to  the  acre  as  a  whole  is  157,  while  the 
relative  proportion  of  persons  to  the  acre  in  various 
sub-divisions  of  the  Borough  is  estimated  as 
follows: —

The  number  of  deaths  registered  in  1897  was 
602,  and  the  death-rate  i6‘7. 

The  death-rate  for  the  past  year  is  *3  above  the 
average  for  the  past  20  years. 

The  actual  increase  in  the  number  of  deaths 
during  1898  was  due  to  an  increased  mortality  from 
Respiratory  Diseases,  Heart  Disease,  and  Influenza. 

It  is  satisfactory,  however,  to  note  that  there  was 
a  marked  decrease  in  the  number  of  deaths  from 
Zymotic  causes. 

Infantile  Mortality. — Under  the  age  of  one 
year  the  mortality  was  14 1,  a  decrease  of  7  as 
compared  with  last  year. 

Table  No.  IV.  gives  the  causes  of  death  at  this 
important  age  period.

The  Infantile  Death-rate,  viz.: — the  deaths  under 
one  year  per  i,ooo  births — was  142*13,  or  15  per 
1,000  lower  than  last  year. 

Of  the  total  deaths  26  were  of  illeg'itimate 
children,  of  which  19,  or  73  per  cent.,  were  under 
the  age  of  one  year,  and,  as  92  illegitimate  children 
were  born,  the  Illegitimate  Infantile  Death-rate  was 
206 *4  per  1,000. 

.  Vaccination  Statistics. — During  the  year  1898, 
1,050  births  were  registered  in  the  Vaccination 
Sub-District,  and  114  children  were  successfully 
vaccinated.

Of  this  number,  95  were  children  born  and 
residing  in  the  Borough,  while  the  remaining  19 
belonged  to  the  rural  portion  of  the  district. 

From  the  above  figures,  and  those  of  1897, 
which  I  am  indebted  to  the  District  Vaccination 
Officer,  it  is  evident  that  only  9*6  per  cent,  of 
children  born  in  the  Borough  are  being  vaccinated. 

Zymotic  Diseases. 

^  Of  the  notifiable  Zymotic  Diseases,  205  cases, 
comprising  15 1  of  Scarlet  Fever,  27  of  Enteric 
Fever,  I  of  Continued  Fever,  25  of  Diphtheria,  and 
I  of  Puerperal  Fever,  were  notified  during  the  year, 
with  a  rnortality  of  13,  while  Whooping  Cough  and 
Diarrhoea,  to  which  compulsory  notification  does 
not  apply,  were  responsible  for  ,3  and  18  deaths 
respectively.

The  total  Zymotic  mortality  was  thus  34,  repre¬ 
senting'  a  Zymotic  Death-rate  of  ’93  per  1,000  of  the 
population.  Exclusive  of  Diarrhoea  the  rate  is  *4 
per  1,000. 

This  reduced  death-rate  from  all  Zymotic  causes 
is  to  be  attributed  to  a  diminished  mortality  from 
Whooping  Cough  and  Diarrhoea. 

Table  No.  VII.  shews  the  Zymotic  Death-rate  for 
the  past  24  years.

Scarlet  Fever. — 15 1  cases  of  this  disease  were 
notified,  as  compared  with  202  in  the  previous  year. 

Table  No.  VI.  shews  that  in  no  particular  period 
of  the  year  was  there  any  special  prevalence. 

The  North-West  and  West  Wards  were  responsible 
for  the  greatest  number  of  cases. 

The  disease  was  of  a  mild  type,  the  mortality 
being  2,  or  1*3  per  cent,  of  the  cases  notified. 

The  same  causes  as  mentioned  in  my  Report  for 
1897,  viz.,  carelessness  of  parents  and  neglect  of 
mild  cases,  appear  to  have  conduced  to  this 
continuance  of  the  disease. 
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The  number  of  cases  notified  (15 1)  was  48  above 
the  average  of  the  9  years  during  which  compulsory 
notification  has  been  in  operation  in  the  Borough.

Of  the  total  cases  notified,  105  were  removed  to 
the  Sanatorium. 

Representing  as  this  figure  does,  an  admission 
rate  of  almost  70  per  cent.,  and  considering  the 
difficulties  which  have  had  to  be  contended  with  in 
order  to  attain  it,  it  is  certainly  disappointing  to  find 
that  there  has  not  been  that  corresponding  decrease 
in  the  monthly  return  of  cases,  which  one  felt  entitled 
to  expect. 

That  school  attendance  has  a  most  important 
influence  on  the  spread  of  Scarlet  Fever  is  well 
known.  And,  without  going  into  details,  my 
opinion  is  that  during  the  past  year  this  disease  has 
been  fostered  through  the  medium  of  the  large 
public  schools. 

It  may  be  said  that  the  Sanitary  Department 
should  exercise  a  strict  supervision  over  all  the 
inmates  of  houses  in  which  cases  have  occurred. 
This  is  actually  done  as  far  as  possible  with  the 
staff  at  my  disposal.  But  even  this  does  not  reach 
or  control  the  real  cause,  viz.,  those  mild  cases 
where  no  medical  man  is  called  in,  and  where  the 
other  children  from  the  same  house  continue  to 
attend  school. 

The  School  Board  officials  are  most  energetic, 
and  the  relations  between  them  and  the  Sanitary 
Department  are  those  of  cordial  co-operation.  But 
it  is  impossible  for  an  attendance  officer  at  his  visit 
to  arrive  at  even  a  probable  diagnosis  of  the  cause 
of  absence  of  a  child  from  school,  where  the  parents 
may  have  reasons  for  concealing  the  true  one. 

In  this  connection,  a  suggestion  has  been  made 
that  the  Medical  Officer  to  the  School  Board  might 
assist  in  overcoming  the  difficulties  the  Sanitary 
Department  meet  with  in  dealing  with  suspected 
cases  at  schools,  as  well  as  keep  a  record  of  all  cases 
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notified,  and  exercise  a  joint  supervision  with  the 
Sanitary  Department  over  the  attendance  liable  to 
occur  from  the  infected  houses. 

It  is  obvious  that  such  an  arrangement  would  aid 
very  materially  in  lessening  the  risk  of  infection 
through  Board  Schools. 

Enteric  Fever. — Twenty-seven  cases  of  this 
disease  occurred  during  the  year  under  review,  as 
compared  with  23  in  the  previous  year.  In  addition, 
however,  three  cases  were  notified  which  on  enquiry 
proved  to  have  been  contracted  elsewhere,  and  of 
these  imported  cases  all  proved  fatal. 

Table  No.  XII.  indicates  the  relation  of  this 
disease,  as  well  as  that  of  Diphtheria,  to  the  various 
Wards  of  the  Borough,  while  Table  No.  VI.  shews 
its  distribution  throughout  the  months  of  the  year. 

Of  the  several  houses  in  which  cases  occurred,  in 
three  instances  were  defects  discovered  which  might 
have  given  rise  to  the  disease. 

In  1 1  instances  only  privies  existed,  in  two  there 
was  both  privy  and  water-closet  accommodation, 
while  in  14  a  water-closet  alone  was  present.

Of  the  total  cases,  6  proved  fatal,  giving-  a  case 
mortality^of  22  per  cent.,  and  one  of  *16  per  1,000 
of  the  population. 

Of  the  total  cases  two  were  removed  to  the 
Sanatorium. 

Diphtheria. — Twenty-five  cases  were  notified, 
as  compared  with  six  in  the  previous  year. 

In  all  cases  the  houses  were  specially  examined, 
and  in  seven  instances  defects  were  discovered. 

In  15  instances  only  privies  existed,  in  one  there 
was  both  privy  and  water-closet  accommodation, 
while  in  nine  water-closets  alone  existed. 

One  case  was  removed  to  the  Sanatorium. 

Of  the  total  cases  five  proved  fatal. 

Puerperal  Fever. — One  case  of  this  disease 
was  notified. 

Measles. — '-No  death  occurred  from  this  disease. 

Whooping  ("ough.^ — Three  deaths  occurred  from 
this  disease,  as  compared  with  17  in  the  previous 
year. 

Diarrhoea. — To  this  disease  were  attributed  18 
deaths,  as  compared  with  23  in  1897. 

Table  No.  XIII.  shews  the  number  and  distribution 
of  Diarrhoeal  deaths  in  this  and  previous  years. 

If  Infantile  Diarrhoea  is  to  be  considered  a  true 
Zymotic  disease,  and  is  therefore  to  be  a  permanent 
factor  in  the  computation  of  our  Zymotic  Death- 
rate,  then  it  behoves  medical  practitioners  to  be 
specially  careful  to  distinguish  between  simple 
Diarrhoea  arising  in  the  course  of  other  ailments 
and  that  specific  disease  which  occurs  with  varying 
prevalence  in  late  summer  and  autumn,  and  is 
apparently  unassociated  with  disease  in  other  organs 
of  the  body,  or  with  errors  in  diet.

Phthisis  and  other  Tubercular  Diseases. — 
Sixty- two  deaths  were  registered  as  having  been  due 
to  Tubercular  diseases,  of  which  Phthisis  caused 
43,  and  other  diseases  of  a  Tubercular  nature,  such 
as  I'abes  Mesenterica,  Tubercular  Meningitis,  &c., 
accounted  for  19  deaths. 

During  the  past  year,  owing  to  the  action  of 
a  few  eminent  medical  men  and  others,  such 
interest  has  been  aroused  in  the  necessity  for  taking 
greater  precautions  against  the  spread  of  Tuber¬ 
culosis  in  man,  that  it  seems  probable  that  within 
the  next  few  years,  measures  of  a  really  practical 
nature  may  be  generally  adopted,  with  the  object  of 
preventing  the  unrestricted  dissemination  of  this 
serious  disease. 

There  has,  no  doubt,  been  a  marked  reduction  in 
the  number  of  deaths  from  all  forms  of  Tubercular 
disease,  and  this  mainly  in  Pulmonary  Phthisis;  but 
the  fact  that  40,000  persons,  the  majority  of  whom 
were  in  the  best  years  of  early  adult  life,  are 
annually  carried  off  by  this  disease  in  England  and 
Wales,  is  sufficient  proof  that  the  present  agitation 
has  not  been  started  on  insufficient  grounds,  nor 
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has  it  arisen  a  day  too  soon.  Without  taking  the 
larger  figures  of  England  and  Wales,  those  of 
Scarborough  are  sufficiently  striking,  and  I  there¬ 
fore  append  two  Tables,  which  sufficiently  explain 
themselves.

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According  to  these  Tables  Phthisis,  or  Pulmonary 
Tuberculosis,  a  most  communicable  and  therefore 
a  preventible  disease,  is  doing  twice  the  amount 
of  destruction  to  human  life  as  are  those  diseases 
which  we  call  Zymotic,  and  which  we  classify 
as  Preventible. 

What  measures  to  adopt,  and  how  such  are  to  be 
enforced,  without  unduly  interfering  with  the  liberty 
of  the  persons  affected,  are  problems  difficult  of 
solution. 

I  am  inclined  to  think,  however,  that  from 
Compulsory  Notification,  little  benefit  beyond  that 
of  a  statistical  nature,  would  accrue,  while  the 
expense  to  the  public,  and  the  personal  incon¬ 
venience  to  the  sufferer,  would  be  very  great. 

Phthisis  is  eminently  curable  in  its  early  stages, 
and  much  good  can  be  done  by  those  Sanatoria, 
which  were  advocated  lately,  and  have  already 
begun  to  spring  into  existence.  For,  not  only  do 
they  promote  the  cure  of  patients,  but  they  also 
assist  in  arresting  the  spread  of  infection  to  others. 

As  an  aid  to  the  control  of  the  spread  of  infection 
from  cases  which  have  existed  I  would  suggest  that 
the  Registrar  be  requested  to  immediately  furnish 
me  with  the  name  and  address  of  any  person  whose 
death  is  registered  from  any  form  of  Tubercular 
disease,  and  on  receipt  of  it,  the  house  be  visited 
and  an  offer  made  of  disinfection.  The  expense 
would  be  infinitesimal,  much  benefit  might  result, 
and  the  visit  would  be  so  timed  and  carried  out  as 
to  cause  no  inconvenience  to  the  relatives. 

Bronchitis,  Pneumonia,  Etc. — There  was  a 
rather  higher  mortality  from  these  diseases  as 
compared  with  the  previous  year. 
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Of  the  8o  deaths  from  these  diseases,  14  were  of 
children  under  the  age  of  one  year,  and  22  of 
persons  of  65  years  of  age  or  upwards. 

With  regard  to  seasonal  prevalence,  the  deaths 
were  fairly  evenly  distributed  throughout  the  four 
quarters  of  the  year. 

Inspection  of  New  Buildings. 

During  the  3^ear  153  New  Buildings  have  been 
inspected  in  conjunction  with  officials  from  the 
Borough  Engineer’s  Department,  and  the  following

SANITARY  INSPECTOR’S  REPORT. 

(MR.  J.  BASTIMAN,  Assoc.  San.  Inst.) 

To  the  Medical  Ojficer  of  Health. 

Sir, 

I  beg  to  submit  my  Fifteenth  Annual  Report,  shewing  the 
action  taken  in  the  suppression  and  abatement  of  nuisances 
during  the  year  which  ended  31st  December,  1898. 

During  the  year  seven  hundred  and  sixty-four  Notices  have 
been  served  for  the  abatement  of  nuisances  and  carrying  into 
effect  various  improvements  in  the  sanitary  condition  of  Hotels, 
Boarding  Establishments,  Lodging-houses,  and  Dwelling-houses 
generally.  For  particulars  and  distribution  see  Table  1. 

In  twenty-one  instances  it  was  found  necessary  to  adopt 
magisterial  proceedings  against  persons  for  infringing  the  Public 
Health  Acts  and  the  Bye-laws  of  the  Borough  relating  to 
nuisances  and  unsound  Food ;  also  for  carrying  into  effect 
sanitary  measures  under  the  Dairies,  Cow-Sheds,  and  Milk- 
Shops  Order. 

Unsound  Meat,  Fish,  Fruit,  Vegetables,  &c. 

Twenty  seizures  of  unsound  food  were  made  during  the  year, 
which  comprised  4,939  lbs.  of  beef,  mutton,  and  pork,  13  lbs.  ot 
fish,  23  lbs.  of  fruit,  29  lbs.  of  margarine,  and  1,190  lbs.  of 
vegetables. 

In  seventeen  instances  the  articles  seized  were  destroyed  by 
the  orders  of  Justices,  as  provided  under  Section  117  of  the 
Public  Health  Act,  1875,  whilst  in  three  instances  the  articles 
seized  were  destroyed  by  consent  of  the  owners.  Seven  persons 
were  summarily  dealt  with  before  the  Justices  to  recover 
penalties,  four  of  whom  were  convicted  and  punished  by  nominal 
fines,  two  cases  were  dismissed  and  one  was  withdrawn. 

The  greatest  portion  of  the  meat  seized  constituted  the 
carcases  of  ten  animals,  nine  of  which  were  affected  with 
tuberculosis  and  may  be  summarised  as  follows,  namely:  five 
cows,  two  heifers,  and  two  bullocks.  The  other  carcase  was  that 
of  a  diseased  pig.  And  further,  in  two  instances  the  carcases  in¬ 
spected  were  found  to  be  that  of  animals  slightly  affected  with 
tubercle  and  were  passed,  with  the  exception  of  the  diseased 
parts,  which  were  destroyed  under  my  instructions,  this  being,  I 
believe,  strictly  in  accordance  with  the  recommendations  issued 
in  the  report  of  the  Royal  Commission  on  their  enquiry  on 
Tuberculosis  made  to  Parliament  during  the  year  1898,  together 
with  special  instructions  issued  in  such  report  for  the  guidance 
of  Medical  Officers  of  Health  and  Inspectors  of  Nuisances.

Housing  of  the  Working  Classes  Act,  1890. 

During  the  year  under  notice  eight  representations  have  been 
made  by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  to  the  Urban  District 
Council  of  houses  unfit  for  human  habitation,  comprising 
altogether  eighteen  insanitary  dwelling-houses. 

Of  this  number  four  have  been  made  fit  and  declared  habitable. 
In  eight  instances  the  necessary  work  is  in  progress.  In  four 
instances  the  houses  have  been  partly  demolished  and  rendered 
safe,  whilst  in  two  instances  the  alterations  required  to  render 
the  houses  fit  have  been  allowed  to  remain  in  abeyance  until  the 
beginning  of  the  year. 

In  carrying  into  effect  the  provisions  of  the  above  Act, 
fourteen  notices  were  served  upon  the  owners,  requiring  the 
premises  to  be  made  fit  for  human  habitation.  Four  closing 
orders  were  made,  whilst  in  one  instance  the  Local  Authority 
passed  a  resolution  with  a  view  to  the  demolition  of  four 
houses. 


House-to-House  Inspection. 

In  following  up  the  house-to-house  inspection,  two  hundred 
and  sixty-six  houses  have  been  re-inspected  to  ascertain  if  the 
notices  served  had  been  complied  with. 

In  two  hundred  and  twenty-nine  instances  the  necessary  work 
was  found  to  have  been  carried  out,  leaving  thirty-seven  houses 
in  which  sanitary  defects  existed.  Such  defects  were  reported 
to  the  Local  Authority,  and  instructions  were  given  to  serve 
legal  notices  to  remedy  the  defects,  of  which  the  following  is  a 
list  of  nuisances  requiring  abatement : —

Fish  Market. 

The  Fish  Market  has  been  periodically  inspected,  as  informer 
years,  and  every  means  taken  as  far  as  possible  to  keep  the 
premises  in  a  clean  state. 
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Allusion  was  made  in  my  annual  report  last  year  to  the  neces¬ 
sity  for  more  lavatory  accommodation  being  provided  for  persons 
of  both  sexes  employed  during  the  herring  season.  During 
the  autumn,  structural  buildings  were  commenced  to  be  erected 
to  provide  suitable  accommodation  as  suggested.  Although  not 
ready  for  occupation  for  the  past  season,  I  am  happy  to  state 
that  the  premises  will  be  completed  and  ready  for  use  in  the 
coming  fishing  season. 


Common  Lodging-Houses. 

During  the  year  under  notice  three  applications  have  been 
made  to  the  Local  Authority  by  persons  to  be  registered  as  the 
keepers  of  Common  Lodging-houses,  all  of  which  were  granted 
One  represented  a  new  house,  and  two  were  old  houses 
re-registered  to  new  keepers.  Two  keepers  have  given  up  the 
business.  There  are  now  twelve  Common  Lodging-Houses  in 
the  Borough,  being  one  less  than  last  year,  which  are  regularly 
inspected  once  a  week  to  ascertain  that  the  houses  and  premises 
are  kept  in  conformity  with  the  Bye-laws  relating  thereto.  So 
far  as  has  been  found  from  such  inspection  they  have  all  been 
well  conducted  during  the  year,  and  no  proceedings  of  a 
summary  character  were  found  necessary. 

I  herewith  append  a  weekly  return  of  persons  passing  the 
night  in  such  houses  during  the  year.  (See  Table  11.) 


Factory  and  Workshops’  Acts,  1878-1893. 

The  inspection  and  administration  under  these  Acts  is 
carried  out  by  the  Sanitary  Department,  and  has  received  the 
same  attention  as  in  previous  years. 

The  result  of  such  inspections  has  revealed  various  defects 
and  requirements  in  connection  therewith.  In  seventeen 
instances  no  sanitary  conveniences  were  provided  for  the  workers 
in  workshops.  In  seven  instances  inadequate  provision  was 
found  for  persons  of  both  sexes,  and  in  five  instances  defective 
sanitary  convenience  was  found  to  exist.  In  four  instances 
workshops  were  found  in  a  dirty  state,  which  were  certified  to 
the  Local  Authority  as  being  dirty  and  requiring  limewashing 
and  cleansing  under  Section  4,  Part  2,  of  the  Factory  and 
Workshops’  Act,  1891,  whilst  in  ten  instances  drainage  defects 
were  found  to  exist,

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Six  written  complaints  were  made  to  the  Local  Authority  of 
single  private  drains  connected  with  the  public  sewers  being  in 
such  a  state  as  to  be  a  nuisance  or  injurious  to  health  under 
Section  41  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1875,  and  Section  iq  of 
the  Public  Health  Acts  Amendment  Act,  1890. 

One  hundred  and  ninety-eight  letters  have  been  written  upon 
the  business  of  the  Department. 

Also  fifty-seven  sanitary  certificates  have  been  granted  to 
dwelling-houses  after  the  usual  examination  and  tests  being 
applied  to  drainage,  &c.,  certifying  them  to  be  in  a  sanitary 
condition  so  far  as  could  be  ascertained  by  the  application  of 
smoke  and  chemical  tests.  In  a  few  instances  the  hydraulic 
test  was  applied  to  house  drains,  which  is  a  severe  test, 
and  most  efficient  when  applied  under  proper  skilled  hands  ; 
but  the  cost  to  owners  in  opening  up  drains,  deep  cuttings,  and 
insecure  earth,  and  in  other  instances  the  want  of  a  dis¬ 
connecting  chamber  to  hermetically  seal  the  lower  portion  of 
the  drain  before  turning  on  the  water,  renders  it  almost 
impracticable  in  any  but  new  houses.

Bakehouses. 

These  premises  have  been  inspected  by  the  Medical  Officer 
and  myself  during  the  year,  comprising  fifty-two  Bakehouses  and 
Confectioners’  Shops,  which  were  found  on  the  whole  in  a 
cleanly  state. 


Offensive  Trades. 

There  are  thirteen  of  these  premises  established  within  the 
Borough,  all  of  which  are  periodically  inspected  to  ascertain  the 
condition  of  the  premises  in  which  the  business  is  carried  on. 
All  of  which  were  found  in  a  satisfactory  condition,  which  is 
most  gratifying  considering  the  extreme  precautions  required  in 
carrying  on  such  businesses. 
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Slaughter-Houses. 

There  are  about  thirty  slaughter-houses  in  the  Borough, 
besides  the  public  abattoir  belonging  to  the  Market  Hall 
Company,  eleven  of  which  are  private  houses,  and  are  situate  in 
various  parts  of  the  town. 

In  four  instances  diseased  meat  was  found  therein,  and  in  a 
many  instances  the  Inspector  was  sent  for  to  inspect  the 
carcases  of  animals  when  slaughtered.  In  several  instances  the 
carcases  were  found  to  be  diseased  and  were  dealt  with  accord¬ 
ing  to  law. 

I  am  of  opinion  that  the  recommendations  of  the  Royal 
Commission  made  during  the  year  to  Parliament  on  Tuberculosis 
if  carried  into  effect  will  be  most  beneficial  in  stamping  out 
disease  amongst  cattle,  also  the  condemnation  of  all  existing 
private  slaughter-houses,  thereby  insuring  an  improvement  in  the 
supervision  of  all  butchers’  meat  brought  to  a  central  place  for 
inspection  before  being  offered  for  sale  to  the  general  public.
